TENDERNESS FOR CRIMINALS. 
10 THE EDITOE OF THE “DAILY PRESS.” 
Sm,—For some time past I have observed in 
the Supreme Court of this colony, in criminal 
matters, a growing feeling of teuderness for 
-hardened criminals charged with beinons offances 
—a tendancy on thepart of the court. to take in 
hand the defence of the criminal law against 
the police wolf, and, like the judge in “Trial by 
Jury,” to rostoro tho malefactor unpunished tohia 
friends and his relations. ‘I'he police who con- 
duct the casas against these evil doors scom to bo 
regarded as bloadthirsty men-hounds, who re- 
morselessly hunt the catthroat from basking in 
the sun, using tho most unscrupulons.and ras- 
cally mothods of dépriving the felon of his much 
prized liborty. . > . 

‘When the Lyndhurst Torraca murder casa was 
‘before the court I was greatly struck with this 
tendency on the part of Chief Justice Phillippo. 
Tho prisoners were defended by counsel, but the 
abloandenergotic way tuwhieh his Lordship rndor- 
took the work of defending the il-aséd men in 
tha dock camplotely pat the efforts of the counsel 
in the, shado.* His Lordship’s cross-examination 
was infinitely moxe scvere, and the summing ap 
was beyond all measure a more powerful speech 
for tho. prisonors than their own counsel gave 
thom, ‘l'o my mind it was no anmming up at all; 
it whs-nn“nitatly one-sifed odvocate’s address to 
tho jury, and admirable only as such. Of course 
tho result, was that tho jury scqnitted the pri- 
sonora, ono of whom had made a confossion of his 
guilt, and the prosseution was followed by a most 
absnrd charge of porjary against ths witnesses 
in the murder case, which collapsed in its first 
stage. Had I-been on that jury no summing ap 
would have indaoed me to acquiesce in the verdict 
then given. ‘ 

‘Thic tendency appears to affect not mofely tho 
bench, bat the leador of the bar; the Attorney- 
General seems also to bé influenced by it. I can- 
notin this letter go into all the cases which have 
attracted my attention: I will only allude to, the 
principal ones. The Tsat [sz Mui cass finishod 
up in the bands of the Attorney-Genoral,.sud in 
my opinion it finished up iz «most unaccountable 
way. One prisoner was committed for trial, as it 
appeared tome, npou very strung evidence. Not 
only was the man found trying to conceal a banglo 
sworn to have bean worn by the malo victim of the 
butdhery, but agvitness was produced who swore 
that he saw the prisoner kill the man, at the or- 
dor of the Jestor of the avenging party, by two 
or three stabs with a Knife.

The foliowiny is a iranstation of the treaty 
between Franc) nin) Cuiaa trom the Mreneh inxt! 
as suppliod' by the Fronch ligation at ‘Tokio to 
tho Eoho du Japon :— . 
Art, I—Pranoo ongiges to re-establish and 
maintain order ia the provinoes’of Anunam which 
border upon the Chineso empire, For this pur 
pose she will take tha necessary moasures to dis. 
porsy or expol the bands of pirates and vagabonda 
whioh disturb the public péxco, and_ to pravent 
thoir collocting toguthor again, , Nevertheless 
the French troops shall not, under any cironm- 
ataneas, ross tha frontier whioh separates ‘Top. 
qnin from China, which frontier France promises 
both to respoot herself ond to guarantee againgt 
any aggression whatsonrer, 

On hor sido China undortakos to disporso or 
expol such bands as may taku rofiso in her pro- 
vinces bordering on Tonquin and to disperse those 
which it may bo attempted to fori there for the 
parpose of causing trouble amongst the popula. 
tions placed ander the protection of Franco; and 
in consideration of tho guarantees which bard 
been given as to tho seourity of tho frontier she 
is in the sama way debarred from sending troopa 
into Tongnin. Tho high contracting parties will, 
fix by a specinl convention tho éonditions under 
which the oxtradition of evil doers between Chin 
and Annam shall bo effected. : 

The Chinese, whether colonists or disbanded 
soldiers, who live peaceably. in Annam, support. 
ing themselvos by agriculture, industry, or trade, 
aud whase condact shall give no cause of com- 
plaint, shall enjoy the same protection for their 
persons and property as French protésés. - . 

Art. I.—China, deoidad to dg nothing which 
may compromisotho worl: of puvifi 0 under- 
taken by France, engages to respest, in the pra- 
aont and in the fiiture, the treaties, conventions, 
and arrangements concluded directly  betweon 
France ond Aunom, or which may hereafter bo 
conolnded. : 
As ragards the relations between China aud 
Annam, it is understood they shall be of such a

Art. I11.— Within a period of six months from 
the signature of the present treaty commis.

Tt ia to ba hoped thatthe matter of Mr. Huang's 
snocessor ou tho bench of the Mixed Court will 
soon be settled; as Mr. K’o, the presunt acting 
magistrate, is evidently s very incompotent por- 
son, The Chinose say ho was formorly omploy-. 
ed in alow capacity in a foreign hong hare, where 
he picked up a little Fronch as.well as pidgin- 
English; and thot afterwards ho was a box-maker. 
He. appears furthor to be somewhat illiterate, 
and by ne means clear-headed. He has certain 
ly already severely tried the pationoo of oach as- 
sessor by constantly worrying for an hour over 
a potty case which pithor of his predecossors 
would havesettled satinfactorily in a few minutos, 
and then probably adjourning it till anothor day 
because he is unable to make up his mind to its 
morits, though it is quito imipossible that any 
fresh evidence shonld be obtained, As an in- 
stance of this wa may rofer to a case which came 
bafore the Court on the 17th July ond which 
had already Ween once adjourned, ‘Tho prisoner 
was a rowdy who was in the habit of trying to 
fot into native thostres without paying, On o 
recent attempt of this sort he wag forcibly ajact- 
ed, and then taken into oustody by a Chinese 
constable.. After along and elaborate enquiry, 
Mx, K‘o became convinced of the man’s guilt, 
and ordered him to be deportad, suggesting that 
he should receive 9 fow blows with the bam- 
boo asa preliminary, ‘l'o this the prisonar ob- 
jectad, saying that ho had already received cor, 
oral punishment at-the time of his ejeotion 
rom the thuatre; aud in proof of this he palled 
off his cont and showed some alight marks a 
cane on bis back. His Worship, aftor another 
long enquiry, soutehow arrived at the conclusion 


Aictod these marks, and ho consequently directed 
that the constable should be docked of half a 
wionth’s wagos. With considorable difficulty 
| Mr. Giles succaeded in convincing his Worship 
that. the constable was blameless, and after 
further loug ‘series of questions, K‘o conchud- 
ad thet thé prisoner “had been ejected by 
a foreign watchman’ ot: the theatre, a 
Jow namod Isaacs, who claims’ to be 4 
British subject, and that it was this man who 
had used the cana on the rowdy'’s ‘back.
